I.  We  do  strictly  command  all  Officers 
and  Soldiers  of  the  said  Hospital,  duly 
and  reverently  to  attend  the  Service  of 
Almighty  God,  and  diligently  to  frequent 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  and  Ser- 
mons : and  that  all  such  as  shall  wilfully 
or  negligently  absent  themselves,  or  being 
present,  do  behave  themselves  indecent- 
ly, if  they  be  Officers  they  shall  be  se- 
verely reprehended  by  the  Master,  if 
Soldiers,  they  shall,  for  every  such  first 
offence,  be  imprisoned,  or  obliged  to  bo- 
dily labour  (at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master,  or  Commanding  Officer)  in  the 
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Gardens  or  other  parts  in  or  about  the 
said  Hospital  for  twenty-four  hours : for 
the  second  offence,  forty-eight  hours, 
and  for  every  like  offence  afterwards, 
shall  suffer  in  like  manner. 

II.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  pre- 
sume to  blaspheme  the  Holy  and  undi- 
vided Trinity,  or  the  Persons  of  God  the 
Father,  God  the  Son,  or  God  the  Holy 
Ghost,  or  speak  against  any  known  Ar- 
ticle of  the  Christian  Faith,  he  shall  be 
immediately  turned  out  of  the  Hospital, 
and  delivered  over  by  the  Master  or  Com- 
manding Officer  to  the  Civil  Magistrate, 
to  be  punished  according  to  law. 

III.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  use 
any  unlawful  Oath  or  Execration,  he 
shall  incur  the  Penalty  expressed  in  the 
first. 

IV.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  use 
any  treasonable  or  disrespectful  words 
against  the  sacred  Person  of  his  Majesty, 
or  the  sacred  Person  of  her  Majesty,  or 
any  of  the  Royal  Family,  he  shall  be  im- 
mediately turned  out  of  the  Hospital, 
and  delivered  over,  by  the  Master  or 
Commanding  Officer  to  the  Civil  Magis- 
trate, to  be  punished  according  to  law. 

V.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall 
strike,  use  any  violence,  or  resist  his 
Superior  Officer,  being  in  the  execution 
of  his  office,  or  shall  refuse  to  obey  every 
lawful  Command  of  his  Superior  Officer, 
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he  shall  be  immediately  turned  out  of 
the  Hospital. 

VI.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall 
strike,  draw,  or  offer  to  draw,  or  shall 
lift  up  any  weapon  against  his  Superior 
Officer,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  he 
shall  be  turned  out  of  the  Hospital. 

VII.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  do 
any  act,  or  speak  any  words  likely  to 
breed  any  Mutiny,  or  demand  any  money, 
clothes,  or  victuals,  in  any  unlawful  man- 
ner, or  any  way  tending  to  Mutiny,  he 
shall  be  immediately  turned  out  of  the 
Hospital. 

VIII.  If  any  person  shall  presume  to 
sell,  spoil,  convey  away*  steal,  or  lay  in 
pawn,  any  munition,  apparel,  or  stores 
of  any  kind,  belonging  to  the  Hospital, 
he  shall  be  immediately  turned  out  of  the 
Hospital. 

IX.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall 
stay  abroad,  or  be  absent  above  the  time 
granted  by  his  license,  he  shall  be  imme- 
diately turned  out  of  the  Hospital. 

X.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  pre- 
sume to  lie  out  of  the  House,  or  go  be- 
yond the  precincts  thereof,  without  leave' 
from  the  Master  or  Commanding  Officer, 
and  shall  not  repair  to  the  same,  at  the 
beating  or  sounding  the  retreat,  and 
calling  the  roll,  he  shall  be  severely  pu- 
nished at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  or 
Commanding  Officer. 

XI.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier,  not  ab- 
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sent  on  license,  shall  for  the  space  of 
twenty-one  Days,  after  notice  given  him 
by  the  Master  or  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  Hospital,  neglect  or  refuse  to  return 
and  reside  therein,  and  eat  in  the  Hall, 
(unless  by  sickness  or  other  evident  ne- 
cessity hindered  therefrom,)  he  shall  be 
immediately  turned  out  of  the  Hospital 
and  put  upon  the  Out-Pension. 

XII.  If  any  Soldier  shall  presume  to 
marry,  he  shall  be  immediately  turned 
out  of  the  Hospital. 

XIII.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall, 
without  leave,  absent  himself  from  his 
Guard,  or  shall  neglect  to  come  to  the 
Parade  or  other  rendezvous  appointed 
by  his  Superior  Officer,  (unless  hindered 
by  evident  necessity)  he  shall  be  punish- 
ed at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  or 
Commanding  Officer. 

XIV.  If  any  Person  shall  make  known 
the  Parole  or  Watch -word,  without  or- 
ders of  his  Superior  Officer,  to  any  other 
than  the  Commissioned,  or  Non-Commis- 

Si 

sioned  Officers,  who  ought  to  know  the 
same  ; or  give  any  other  word  than  that 
given  him  by  the  proper  Officer,  he  shall 
be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mas- 
ter or  Commanding  Officer. 

XV.  If  any  Sentinel  quit  his  Post  be- 
fore he  is  relieved  from  it,  or  he  found 
sleeping  on  his  Post,  he  shall  be  severely 
punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master 
or  Commanding  Officer. 
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XVI.  If  any  Soldier  shall  presume  to  4 
hire  another  to  do  his  duty,  every  such 
Soldier  found  guilty  of  hiring  his  duty, 
as  also  the  party  so  hired  to  do  another’s 
duty,  shall  be  severely  punished  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Master  or  Commanding- 
Officer. 

XVII,  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall, 
by  firing  of  arms  or  otherwise,  give  false 
alarms,  or  make  a noise  in  the  night, 
without  lawful  cause,  he  shall  be  punish- 
ed at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  or 
Commanding  Officer. 

XVIII.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall 
go  forth  to  fight  privately,  he  shall  be 
turned  out  of  the  Hospital,  and  so  shall 
all  such,  as  willingly  or  knowingly  suffer 
the  same. 

XIX.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall 
be  found  drunk  on  his  Guard  or  other 
duty,  he  shall  for  the  first  and  second 
offence,  incur  the  .penalties  expressed  in 
the  first  Article,  and  for  the  third  be 
turned  out  of  the  Hospital. 

XX.  If  any  Soldier  shall  appear  with 
his  Arms  unfixed,  or  indecently  kept, 
he  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Master  or  Commanding  Officer. 

XXI.  Every  Soldier  in  the  Hospital 
shall  (except  in  c&se  of  sickness,  or  ex- 
cused by  particular  order)  decently  eat 
his  Dinner  in  the  Hall : and  if  any  one 
shall  presume  to  carry  his  Victuals  to  his 
chamber,  he  shall  for  the  first  and  sc- 
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corul  offence,  incur  the  Penalties  ex- 
pressed in  the  first  Article,  and  for  the 
third,  he  shall  be  turned  out  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  put  on  the  Out-Pension. 

XXII.  If  any  Person  shall  sell  any 
Wine,  Ale,  Brandy,  Strong  Waters,  or 
Spirits,  within  the  said  Hospital,  he 
shall  be  immediately  turned  out  of  the 
same. 

XXIII.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall 
ask  or  receive  from  any  person  whatso« 
ever,  that  comes  to  see  the  Hospital,  any 
Money  or  Gratuity,  he  shall  be  punished 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  or  Com- 
manding Officer. 

XXIV.  If  any  Soldier  shall  presume 
to  sell  his  Victuals,  he  shall  be  severely 
punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master 
or  Commanding  Officer. 

XXV.  If  any  Soldier  belonging  to  the 
said  Hospital,  shall  be  at  any  time  dis- 
covered to  beg,  he  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  immediately  turned  out  of 
the  Hospital. 

XXVI.  If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall 
abuse  his  Clothes,  or  be  negligent  in  pre- 
serving them  clean  and  whole,  during 
the  time  limited  for  their  lasting,  he 
shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master  or  Commanding  Officer. 

XXVII.  If  any  person  shall  break  or 
abuse  any  part  of  the  Furniture  of  his 
Room,  or  Windows  in  the  Rooms,  Gal- 
leries, or  any  part  of  the  buildings,  or 
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any  way  prejudice  any  improvements 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  lie 
shall  he  severely  punished  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Master  or  Commanding 
Officer. 

XXVIII.  If  any  Soldier  shall  presume 
to  suffer  any  stranger  or  other  person, 
not  properly  belonging  to  the  Hospital, 
to  lie  in  his  Chamber,  he  shall  be  se- 
verely punished  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master  or  Commanding  Officer. 

XXIX.  If  any  person  within  the  Hos- 
pital, shall  keep  Fire  or  Candle  lighted 
after  the  beating  of  the  Tattoo  (the  Prin- 
cipal Officers  only  excepted)  he  shall  be 
punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master 
or  Commanding  Officer. 

XXX.  Lastly,  all  Capital  Offences 
shall  be  punished  according  to  the  known 
Laws  of  the  Land,  and  all  other  misde- 
meanors, disorders  and  crimes  commit- 
ted within  the  said  Hospital,  and  not 
herein  mentioned,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Master  or  Commanding  Officer : and 
all  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Orders  shall 
be  hung  up  in  the  great  Hall,  and  pub- 
licly read  on  every  Muster  Day,  by  such 
Officer  as  the  Master  or  Commanding 
Officer  shall  appoint  for  that  purpose, 
when  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  are  as- 
sembled to  attend  the  Commissary,  that 
no  Man  may  pretend  ignorance  as  an 
excuse  for  his  negligence  or  disobe- 
dience.

INSTRUCTIONS 


TO  THE 

MASTER. 


You  are  to  take  care  that  all  persons 
offending,  or  not  acting  according  to 
the  public  Rules  of  the  House,  be  duly 
punished  according  to  the  nature  of 
their  offences,  and  the  powers  given  to 
you  for  that  purpose. 

And  that  no  Man  may  plead  ignorance 
as  a pretence  for  not  performing  his 
duty,  you  are  to  see  that  such  a Table 
of  Laws,  Rules,  or  Orders,  as  the  Gover- 
nors have,  or  shall  from  time  to  time 
establish  for  that  purpose,  be  constantly 
hung  up  in  the  Hall,  and  read  publicly 
to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  at  the  ap- 
pointed times. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  the  Instruc- 
tions given  by  the  Governors  to  the  seve- 
ral Officers  and  Servants  of  the  House, 
be  duly  observed  by  every  person  to 
whom  they  relate. 

You  are  to  take  special  care  that  the 
Victuals  furnished  by  the  Providore  be 
good  and  wholesome  in  their  kind,  and 
that  proper  quantities  be  delivered  to 
each  person,  and  decently  served  up  to 
the  Hall  ; always  observing,  that  the 
honour  of  the  House  doth  greatly  de- 
pend on  the  decent  ordering  of  the  Ta- 
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bles,  and  having  always  the  proper  num- 
ber to  eat  at  them : You  are,  therefore, 
to  be  careful,  that  all  the  Military  Offi- 
cers and  Soldiers  of  the  said  Hospital 
(except  such  as  shall  be  excused  on  ac- 
count of  Sickness,  Duties  in  the  House, 
or  other  extraordinary  cases)  do  con- 
stantly eat  in  the  Hall. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  the  Certifi- 
cates of  the  Chaplain,  of  the  time  of 
each  Man’s  Death,  and  those  of  the  Phy- 
sician and  Surgeon,  of  the  time  that 
each  Man  is  moved  from  the  Hospital  to 
the  Infirmary,  and  when  (if  recovered) 
he  returns  thither,  be  duly  entered  and 
lodged. 

And  that  no  license  of  absence  be 
given  to  any  more  than  Fourteen  Sol- 
diers of  the  House  at  a time ; and  that 
they  be  obliged  to  leave  their  Hospital 
Co&ts  behind  with  the  Chamberlain ; and 
that  such  licenses  be  entered  with  the 
Register,  before  they  are  delivered  to 
therm 

You  are  to  take  particular  care,  that 
the  Paymaster  attend  to  the  Hospital,  at 
the  proper  times,  for  the  Payment  of  all 
persons  therein  who  have  demands  on 
him,  on  account  of  the  Hospital ; and 
that  if  he  shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to 
do,  you  shall  acquaint  the  Governors 
therewith. 

You  are  to  be  very  careful  of  your 
Draughts  on  the  Fund  appropriated  for 
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contingencies,  that  no  part  of  it  be  ap- 
plied to  other  purposes,  than  according 
to  the  real  intention  of  the  Governors, 
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intrusting  you  with  the  disposal  thereof. 

You  are  to  cause  Guards  to  be  kept 
for  the  preservation  of  the  House,  and 
Sentinels  to  be  posted  in  such  numbers, 
and  in  such  places,  as  you  shall  judge 
most  convenient,  which  are  always  to  be 
chosen  out  of  the  ablest  of  the  Men  with- 
in the  said  Hospital,  who  are  to  be  dis- 
ciplined and  regulated  as  near  to  the 
Practice  of  War  in  Towns  and  Garrisons, 
as  properly  may  be. 

And  if  any  Soldier  shall  be  by  you 
discharged  or  turned  out  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, you  shall  return  his  name  to  the 
next  Board  of  Governors  which  shall 
meet  after  the  time  of  such  his  discharge ; 
and  also  lay  before  them  the  crime 
or  offence  for  which  he  was  so  dis- 
charged. 

And  finally,  you  shall,  to  the  best  of 
your  understanding,  act  and  inform  the 
Governors  from  time  to  time,  of  all  such 
matters  and  things  as  you  shall  judge 
to  be  conducive  to  render  this  Founda- 
tion answerable  to  the  Royal  and  Cha- 
ritable Design  thereof. 
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TO  THE 

CHAPLAIN. 
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You  are  carefully  to  instruct  all  those 
who  reside  in  the  Hospital,  in  the  know- 
ledge of  GOD  and  his  Word,  by  taking 
all  opportunities,  both  public  and  pri- 
vate, to  inform  them  in  the  Duties  of 
the  Christian  Religion,  and  true  Mora- 
lity, and  exhorting  them  to  a sincere 
practice  of  the  saine:  especially  to  a due 
preparation  and  constant  receiving  the 
Holy  Sacrament. 

You  shall  preach  on  Sundays,  and 
other  usual  Holidays,  and  administer  the 
Sacrament  once,  at  least,  in  every  Quar- 
ter of  a Year,  besides  the  usual  Feasts 
of  Christmas,  Easter,  and  Whitsuntide, 
in  the  Chapel,  and  once  every  Month  in 
the  Infirmary. 

You  shall  be  careful  to  visit  the  Sick, 
and  prepare  them  for  an  Holy  Departure 
out  of  this  Life. 

You  shall  observe  the  lives  and  man- 
ners of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers,  and  j 
shall  admonish  them  to  abstain  from 
such  vices  as  you  shall  observe  them  to  j 
be  guilty  of ; and  by  causing  the  Roll  to 
be  called  over  at  such  times  as  you 
judge  convenient,  see  that  they  duly  and 
| reverently  attend  Morning  and  Evening 
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Prayer,  and  do  not  absent  themselves 
wilfully,  or  on  pretence  of  being  of  a 
different  Communion,  without  bringing 
to  you  Certificates  of  what  Congregation 
they  belong  to : and,  in  case  they  are 
obstinate,  and  neglect  so  to  do,  you  shall 
acquaint  the  Master  therewith. 

You  shall  make  due  entries  of  the 
time  of  each  Man’s  Death,  and  certify 
the  same  to  the  Master. 

You  are  to  have  the  charge  of  the 
Library,  and  to  take  care  that  none  of 
the  Books  are  lost  or  injured. 

You  shall  take  care  that  all  Divine 
Offices,  though  not  here  particularly  ex- 
pressed, be  duly  performed  by  yourself 
or  Reader,  and  that  the  Clerk,  Chapel- 
keeper,  and  Bell-ringer,  duly  observe 
your  directions. 

And  lastly,  you  shall,  in  every  thing, 
act  according  to  the  best  of  your  under- 
standing, in  such  manner  as  may  be 
most  for  the  Honour  of  GOD,  and  the 
Service  of  the  House. 
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INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

READER. 

You  shall  distinctly  and  devoutly  read 
Prayers  twice  every  Day,  before  and 
after  Noon,  in  the  Chapel,  and  at  least 
twice  each  Week  in  the  Infirmary,  with 
the  Offices  appointed  for  the  Sick ; in- 
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structing,  comforting,  and  exhorting 
them  in  a religious  manner  : and  if  you 
shall  observe  any  of  the  Officers  or  Sol- 
diers guilty  of  vice,  immorality,  or  ne- 
glect of  Prayer,  you  may  not  only  ad- 
monish them  yourself,  but  shall  acquaint 
the  Chaplain  therewith. 

You  are  to  bury  the  Dead,  and  at  all 
times  be  an  assistant  to  the  Chaplain,  es- 
pecially in  his  Sickness  or  Absence,  to- 
wards discharging  the  Ministerial  Offices 
after  the  most  regular  and  becoming 
manner. 
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INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 


REGISTER  AND  SECRETARY. 

You  shall  constantly  attend  the  Gover- 
nors at  their  Meetings  or  Assemblies,  and 
all  Committees  of  the  same  j and  shall 
make  fair  entries  of  all  such  matters 
that  shall  be  Resolved,  Ordered,  or 
Agreed  upon  by  them,  in  the  public  Re- 
gistry of  the  House,  observing  such  Days 
of  Meeting  for  the  stating  and  passing 
all  Accounts  relating  thereto,  and  public 
Signing,  as  the  Charter  or  Order  of  the 
Governors  directs ; of  which  you  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  ex  officio , give  the 
Governors  notice:  and  you  shall  not  dis- 
close or  discover  the  vote  or  opinion  of 
any  particular  Governor,  or  the  Debates 
of  the  whole,  at  any  such  Meeting. 
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You  shall  take  Care  that  exact  Muster 
Rolls  of  all  the  Officers  and  Soldiers 
admitted  into  the  Hospital,  or  upon  the 
Out-Pension,  be  made  up  every  Quarter, 
expressing  the  time  of  each  Man’s  ad- 
mittance, and  the  Regiment  in  which  he 
last  served  ; which  Roll  being  compared 
with  the  Chaplain’s  and  Surgeon’s  Cer- 
tificates, you  shall  note  in  the  margin, 
such  as  are  dead,  or  absent  without 
leave. 

You  shall  keep  a particular  Book, 
wherein  you  shall  enter  the  date  of  each 
License,  to  whom  granted,  and  for  what 
time,  and  also  the  day  of  the  return  of 
each  Officer  or  Soldier,  that  in  case  he 
presume  to  stay  longer  abroad  than  the 
time  granted  him,  he  may  from  the  ex- 
piration of  his  License,  be  struck  out  of 
the  Hospital  Roll,  and  not  re-admitted 
without  a special  Order  of  the  Gover- 
nors : and  therefore,  you  are  to  be  care- 
ful from  time  to  time,  to  return  to  the 
Master  of  the  Hospital,  the  names  of  all 
such  Officers  and  Soldiers  as  (you  find 
in  your  Book  of  Entries)  have  outstayed 
their  time  of  License. 

You  shall  once  every  Quarter  call 
upon  the  Paymaster  for  the  Accounts  of 
the  Receipts  and  Disbursements  of  the 
preceding  Quarter,  which  you  are  dili- 
gently to  inspect,  and  examine  in  every 
particular,  and  from  time  to  time,  in 
such  method  as  may  be  plain  and  clear, 
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for  the  inspection  of  the  Governors  : and 
the  same  method  shall  be  observed  in 
the  general  Account  for  the  whole  Year; 
so  that  at  the  end  thereof,  there  may  be 
a perfect  and  distinct  abstract  made  of 
the  whole , under  particular  Heads,  as 
Diet,  Clothing,  Firing,  Repairs,  supply 
of  Furniture,  &c.,  which  being  so  pre- 
pared, is  to  be  examined  by  the  Gover- 
nors, after  whose  approbation  the  same 
is  to  be  registered. 

You  shall  to  the  utmost  of  your  skill 
and  knowledge,  do  all  other  matters  re- 
lating to  the  good  of  the  Hospital,  and 
inform  the  Governors  of  all  such  things 
as  are  fit  and  proper  for  their  knowledge, 
and  also  observe  all  such  Rules,  Orders, 
and  Instructions  as  are,  or  shall  be  made 
by  them. 
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INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

PHYSICIAN. 


You  shall  have  a general  regard  to 
whatever  may  affect  the  Health  of  the 
Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Hospital ; 
but  your  more  immediate  duty  is,  to 
respect  those  who  shall  be  afflicted  with 
Sickness,  whom  you  are  to  visit  and  as- 
sist with  such  advice  and  directions  as 
you  shall  judge  proper  in  their  several 
Distempers.  You  are  likewise  to  observe, 
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that  the  Surgeon,  in  internal  cases,  clo 
bleed  and  perform  such  other  operations 
as  you  shall  judge  proper  to  direct:  and 
that  the  Apothecary,  Inspector  of  the 
Madhouse,  Nurses  and  others  who  may 
be  concerned  in  administering  to  the  Sick, 
do  receive  and  obey  such  orders  and  di- 
rections as  you  shall  think  convenient 
and  necessary  for  the  assistance  and 
comfort  of  the  Sick ; and  upon  neglect 
or  failure  in  their  duty,  (so  far  as  con- 
cerns your  directions,)  you  are  to  ac- 
quaint the  Master  of  the  Hospital  there- 
with, that  proper  order  may  be  taken. 

You  shall  attend,  at  least,  twice  in 
every  Week,  on  such  days  and  hours  as 
shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  ; at 
which  time  the  Surgeon,  Apothecary, 
Nurses,  and  others  that  are  under  your 
inspection,  shall  also  attend  in  their 
places,  and  receive  such  directions  for 
any  Operations  in  Surgery,  Medicines  or 
Regimen  for  the  Sick,  as  also  for  the  re- 
moving of  such  as  are  sick  from  the  Hos- 
pital, and  sending  those  who  are  reco- 
vered there  again,  as  you  shall  judge 
necessary  y at  which  time,  also,  you  shall 
carefully  examine  the  Surgeon’s  Journal 
Book  of  the  Sick  in  the  Hospital  and 
Infirmary,  and  give  directions  accord- 
ingly. 

You  arc  to  examine  and  view  carefully 
the  medicines  to  be  administered  by  the 
Apothecary  to  the  Sick,  on  your  Prc- 
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scriptions,  and  see  that  they  he  sound 
and  good  in  their  kind,  and  faithfully 
dispensed. 

You  are  to  superintend  the  diet  of 
the  Sick,  that  it  be  wholesome  and  pro- 
per in  their  several  Distempers,  and  give 
orders,  from  time  to  time,  to  theProvidore 
for  such  kinds  of  food  as  may  be  suit- 
able and  convenient  for  them.  You  are 
to  take  care  that  no  Soldier  be  received 
into  the  Infirmary  but  by  your  Certifi- 
cate, or  that  of  the  Surgeon,  nor  any 
permitted  to  remain  there  longer  than 
you  judge  them  proper  to  be  returned  to 
the  Hospital. 
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INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

SURGEON. 

You  are  from  time  to  time  to  observe 
such  Orders  and  Directions,  as  you  shall 
receive  from  the  Physician,  in  relation 
to  the  Sick  of  the  Hospital  and  Infir- 
mary. 

You  shall  attend  at  the  Surgery  from 
Nine  in  the  Forenoon,  in  Summer,  un- 
til Ten  : and  from  Ten  in  Winter  to 
Eleven,  that  all  such  as  require  to  be  let 
Blood,  to  have  any  slight  operations  per- 
formed on  them,  or  to  have  any  slight 
Sores  dressed,  may  repair  to  the  Sur- 
gery at  the  appointed  times. 
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You  are  every  day  before  dinner-time, 

I to  visit  the  Sick  at  the  Infirmary,  and 
to  attend  there  on  those  days  and  hours 
j that  shall  be  appointed  for  the  Physician 
to  visit. 

You  are  to  keep  a Book  ruled  in  pro- 
per columns,  wherein  you  are  to  enter 
the  names  of  the  Sick,  their  ages,  dis- 
eases, time  when  sent  to  the  Infirmary, 
or  discharged  from  thence,  to  which,  on 
any  occasion,  the  Master  and  the  Physi- 
cian may  have  recourse  to  peruse  ; as 
also,  a Journal  Book,  or  Abstract  of 
such  Persons,  as  during  the  Physician’s 
absence,  have  been  seized  with  Sickness, 
what  state  and  condition  they  are  in, 
and  what  help  you  have  administered  to 
them  by  Medicine  or  otherwise  ; and 
what  Accidents  have  happened,  that  may 
any  way  affect  the  Health  of  the  Officers 
or  Soldiers ; the  contents  of  which  you 
are  to  communicate  to  the  Physician  on 
his  visiting  days,  for  his  approbation 
and  direction,  which  he  shall  signify  by 
his  signing  the  same. 

On  having  notice  that  any  of  the  Offi- 
cers or  Soldiers  are  sick,  you  are  forth- 
with to  visit  them  ; and  if  you  shall  see 
convenient,  you  are  to  give  directions 
for  having  any  of  the  Soldiers  removed 
to  the  Infirmary,  by  signing  a Certificate 
to  the  Chamberlain  for  that  purpose, 
and  entering  the  person’s  name  in  your 
Books,  as  above  directed. 
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Upon  any  extraordinary  case  happen- 
ing in  the  absence  of  the  Physician, 
(which  may  require  his  immediate  care,) 
you  are  to  give  notice  to  him  by  one  of 
the  Porters,  who  is  hereby  directed  to 
carry  such  notice. 


INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

APOTHECARY, 

You  shall  provide  and  faithfully  dis- 
pense all  such  Medicines,  as  shall  be  di- 
rected by  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  ; and 
shall  not  administer  any  Medicines  or 
Compositions  but  such  as  are  directed, 
without  special  direction  from  one  or 
both  of  them. 

You  are  to  keep  a Book,  ruled  in  pro- 
per columns,  wherein  you  are  to  enter 
the  names  of  the  Sick,  their  Ages,  Dis- 
eases, Diet,  times  when  received  into 
the  Infirmary,  or  discharged  from  thence; 
and  shall  file  every  Certificate  sent  to 
, you,  for  receiving  any  person  into  the 
Infirmary.  You  are  to  take  care  that 
the  Nurses  attending  the  Sick  in  the  In- 
firmary, do  diligently  attend  and  faith- 
fully discharge  their  duty ; and  you  are 
to  have  a general  care,  that  all  things 
therein  be  kept  decently,  and  in  order. 
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You  shall  from  time  to  time  exhibit 
such  remedies  as  the  Physician  shall 
judge  proper  to  prescribe  for  the  Reco- 
very of  the  Lunatics. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  the  Porter 
do  assist  the  Nurses  in  bringing  Victuals 
to  the  Patients,  and  in  keeping  them 
clean ; that  he  prevents  them  from  being 
disturbed  by  strangers,  whose  curiosity 
may  lead  them  to  see  the  place,  and'that 
he  constantly  attends  them  when  they 
are  permitted  to  go  abroad. 

You  are  likewise  to  take  care  that  the 
Lodges,  and  Yards  thereof,  be  constantly 
kept  clean,  and  in  decent  order. 
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INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

BUTLER. 

You  shall  duly  execute  your  Office,  by 
attending  at  such  hours  in  the  morning 
and  at  noon,  as  the  Master  or  Com- 
manding Officer  shall  direct,  for  receiv- 
ing and  delivering  out  the  Bread  and 
Beer  for  the  Officers  and  Soldiers,  which 
shall  be  done  regularly,  decently,  and  in 
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such  quantities  as  the  Governors  shall 
direct ; and  you  are,  monthly,  to  account 
with  the  Providore  for  the  same. 

You  shall  take  care  that  all  the  Bread 
and  Beer  brought  into  the  Cellars  be 
good  and  wholesome  in  their  kind  ; and 
if  you  shall  observe  that  either  of  them 
is  not  so,  you  shall  acquaint  the  Master 
therewith,  that  his  directions  may  be 
given  for  returning  the  same  to  the  Pro- 
vidore. 

You  shall  take  into  your  care  and 
charge  the  Table  Linen,  both  for  the 
Officers  and  Soldiers,  and  at  tlje  times 
appointed,  shall  send  them  to  the  Wash- 
house, and  receive  them  from  thence, 
when  clean. 

You  shall  likewise  take  into  your  care 
and  charge,  the  Plate,  with  all  Utensils 
for  the  use  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers’ 
Tables,  and  deliver  and  receive  the  same 
daily. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  every  Table 
in  the  Hall  be  decently  covered,  and 
that  sufficient  quantities  of  Bread  and 
Beer  be  set  on  each  Table,  for  every 
person  who  shall  be  appointed  to  eat  at 
it : and  to  the  best  of  your  understand- 
ing endeavour  to  prevent  the  waste  or 
embezzling  of  either  Victuals  or  Uten- 
sils under  your  care. 

You  must  at  the  most  convenient 
Season  for  that  purpose,  lay  before  the 
Master,  an  Estimate,  signed  by  you,  of

the  Candles*  for  the  ensuing  year,  where- 
in shall  be  specified  the  quantities, 
rates,  and  particular  uses  to  which  they 
are  to  he  applied ; which,  when  signed 
by  the  Master,  you  are  to  take  to  the 
Register,  in  order  to  his  drawing  a war- 
rant to  the  Paymaster  for  the  sum  re- 
quisite. You  are  to  attend  the  first 
Board  or  Committee  of  the  Governors 
that  shall  meet  next  after  the  24th  of 
June  in  every  year,  in  order  to  make  an 
affidavit  before  them,  that  the  Candles 
contained  in  the  Estimate  for  the  last 
year,  were  laid  in  according  to  the 
rates,  and  delivered  by  you  in  the  same 
quantities  and  for  the  same  uses,  that 
were  therein  specified,  and  no  other. 

You  are  to  see  that  the  Porters  do 
perform  their  several  duties,  under  you, 
in  the  Hall  and  Cellars ; and  you  shall 
do  all  other  things  (so  far  as  they  relate 
to  your  office)  that  may  tend  to  the  good 
and  benefit  of  the  House. 


INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

CHAMBERLAIN  AND  FUELLER. 

You  shall  take  into  your  care  and 
charge,  by  inventory,  all  Bedding,  Sheet-

ing,  Towels,  Shirts,  Cravats  and  Caps, 
and  all  other  clothing  provided  at  the 
expense  of  the  Hospital  Fund,  for  the 
use  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  thereof ; 
all  Furniture  and  Utensils  belonging  to 
the  Rooms,  and  all  other  Stores  of  the 
House,  and  shall  keep  regular  and  ex- 
act account  of  the  same,  according  to 
the  method  and  form  prescribed  by  the 
Governors ; and  shall  take  especial  care, 
that  none  of  them  be  wasted  or  em- 
bezzled. 

You  shall  take  care  that  the  Rooms  be 
supplied  with  clean  Sheets  and  Towels, 
and  the  Soldiers  with  clean  Linen  at  the 
appointed  times  ; aud  shall  constantly 
cause  the  foul  Linen  to  be  sent  to  the 
Wash-house,  and  when  cleaned,  brought 
up  from  thence,  and  see  it  laid  up  safe 
until  there  be  occasion  to  use  it. 

You  are  to  observe,  on  the  receipt  of 
a Certificate  from  the  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon, that  any  sick  person  is  to  be  re- 
moved to  the  Infirmary,  forthwith  to 
send  him  there  carefully  by  the  Porters, 
in  the  Chair  provided  for  that  purpose, 
together  with  the  said  Certificate,  (which 
you  shall  countersign)  in  order  to  have  it 
filed  by  the  Apothecary  ; and  you  shall 
neither  send  any  person  there,  nor  re- 
ceive any  from  thence,  without  such  a 
Certificate. 

You  are  to  take  care,  on  the  Death 
of  any  of  the  Officers  or  Soldiers,  to 
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secure  all  Clothing  belonging  to  the  Hos- 
pital. 

You  are  to  see  that  the  Porters  do 
their  duty,  and  that  they  keep  all  things 
under  their  charge,  both  in  the  House 
and  the  Out-Courts,  clean  and  in  decent 
order. 

You  shall,  at  the  most  convenient 
season  for  that  purpose,  lay  before  the 
Master  an  Estimate,  signed  by  you,  for 
the  Sea  and  Chard  Coal  * for  the  Hospi- 
tal, for  the  ensuing  year ; wherein  shall 
be  specified,  the  quantities,  rates,  and 
particular  uses  to  which  they  are  to  be 
applied ; which,  when  signed  by  the 
Master,  you  are  -to  take  to  the  Register, 
in  order  to  his  drawing  a Warrant  to  the 
Paymaster  to  pay  the  sum  requisite:  and 
you  are  to  attend  the  first  Board  or  Com- 
mittee of  the  Governors,  that  shall  meet 
next  after  the  21<th  of  June  in  every  year, 
in  order  to  make  an  affidavit  before 
them,  that  the  Sea  and  Chard  Coals 
contained  in  the  estimate  for  the  last 
year,  were  laid  in  according  to  the  rate, 
and  delivered  by  you  in  the  same  quan- 
tities, and  for  the  same  uses  therein 
specified,  and  no  other.

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INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

HEAD  NURSE. 

You  shall  duly  execute  your  Office,  by 
taking  particular  care  that  all  the  other 
Nurses  do  diligently  and  faithfully  per- 
form their  duty. 

You  shall  take  care  that  none  of  them 
do  employ  Deputies,  but  such,  who  on 
account  of  their  age  and  infirmities 
shall,  for  so  doing,  have  leave  from  the 
Master  *,  to  whom  you  may  recommend 
such  persons,  as  you  shall  judge  to  be 
proper  for  the  trust. 

You  shall  take  care  that  the  Linen  be 
duly  mended ; and  where  you  shall  ob- 
serve that  any  of  it  has  been  abused, 
you  shall  inform  the  Master  thereof,  and 
the  name  of  the  Nurse  in  whose  charge 
it  was. 

You  shall  diligently  take  notice  of  all 
idle  and  loose  women  that  frequent,  or 
lie  in  the  Hospital,  and  charge  them  to 
absent  themselves ; and  in  case  of  their 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  you  are  to 
acquaint  the  Master  therewith  5 and  shall 
not  fail,  from  time  to  time,  to  inform 
him  of  every  Nurse,  who  shall  presume 
to  suffer  any  person  not  belonging  to 
the  Hospital,  to  lie  in  any  room  under 
her  care  : and  also,  of  all  other  matters 
(so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  your  Em- 
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doyment)  that  may  tend  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  House,  and  the  keeping  both 
of  it,  and  all  therein,  in  that  clean  and 
decent  manner  they  ought  to  be. 


INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

NURSES. 

Y ou  shall  duly  execute  your  Office,  by 
taking  care  that  all  such  rooms,  as  shall 
he  put  into  your  care  and  charge,  be 
kept  in  clean  and  decent  order:  that 
each  Red  be  made  every  Morning,  and 
Fires  at  the  time  appointed,  and  every 
room  supplied  with  a proper  quantity 
of  clean  water.  You  shall,  at  the  ap- 
pointed times,  deliver  to  the  Chamber- 
lain,  all  the  foul  Linen  belonging  to  the 
Soldiers  who  lie  in  your  Rooms,  in  or- 
der to  their  being  washed,  and  when 
cleaned,  shall  receive  them  from  him 
again. 

You  shall  diligently  supply  all  the  Sol- 
diers under  your  care,  with  their  esta- 
blished allowances  ; but  in  a more  par- 
ticular manner,  shall  be  assistant  to  those 
who  are  sick ; always  remembering  that 
you  are,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  acquaint 
the  Physician  or  Surgeon  with  the  name 
of  any  person  who  shall  complain  of 
sickness,  in  order  to  his  having  as  speedy 
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relief  as  may  be ; and  that  such  as  may 
not  properly  be  continued  in  the  House, 
may  be  sent  to  the  Infirmary. 

You  shall  duly  attend  for  the  receiving 
of  Victuals  for  such  Men  as  are  not  able 
to  come  to  the  Hall ; and  shall  at  noon, 
bring  the  Broth  to  the  Tables  there,  and 
daily  receive  from  the  Cook  the  Break- 
fast and  Supper  for  the  Men  under  your 
charge. 

You  are  not  to  suffer  any  stranger,  or 
other  person  not  properly  belonging  to 
the  Hospital,  to  lie  in  any  room  under 
your  charge. 

You  shall  not  presume  to  employ  any 
Deputy  in  the  execution  of  your  Office, 
without  leave  from  the  Master,  who  is 
empowered  to  make  such  a reasonable 
deduction  out  of  your  Salary,  as  may 
encourage  a proper  person  to  undertake 
it. 


INSTRUCTIONS 

TO  THE 

TREASURER. 

You  shall  receive  from  the  Vice-Trea- 
surers of  his  Majesty’s  Revenue,  or  their 
Deputy,  the  Hospital  Fee  of  Six-pence 

in  the  Pound,  deducted  from  all  Pay- 

/ 

ments  made  on  the  Military  Establish- 
ment, from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  be- 
! comes  due ; and  shall  inspect  the  Books 
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of  the  Treasury,  wherein  the  Account  of 
the  Hospital  Fee  is  stated,  in  order  to 
keep  a regular  abstract  of  the  same,  for 
the  use  of  the  Governors ; and  shall  once 
every  year,  viz.  on  the  First  Mondcay 
after  the  25th  of  March,  compare  the 
same  with  the  Books  in  the  Pell’s  Office, 
wherein  the  Payments  made  on  the  Mi- 
litary Establishment  are  entered. 

You  shall  every  week  make  a return 
to  the  Master  in  writing,  of  what  was 
deducted  the  foregoing  week,  on  the 
Hospital  Account,  in  the  Treasury ; and 
you  shall  take  care  to  attend  at  the 
House,  on  the  proper  days  of  payment. 

You  shall  keep  fair  Ledgers  of  all  Mo- 
ney that  shall  be  received,  or  expended 
on  the  Hospital  Account,  and  shall  not 
pay  any  sum,  but  by  Warrant  or  Certi- 
cate  from  the  Register  : and  those  War- 
rants, with  the  receipts  of  the  party 
thereon,  shall  be  vouchers,  when  your 
Accounts  are  audited,  which  shall  be 
four  times  every  year ; when  you  shall 
deliver  up  such  Accounts  to  the  Auditor, 
to  be  by  him  prepared  for  the  Governors 
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You  shall  prepare  a Roll  or  List,  every 
quarter,  containing  the  names  of  all  the 
principal  Officers  of  the  House,  and  all 
the  inferior  Officers  and  Servants  that 
receive  salaries ; setting  down  the  sa- 
lary payable  to  each  respective  person, 
which  being  compared  by  the  Auditor, 
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and  certified  by  him,  shall  be  paid  ac- 
cordingly, taking  each  man’s  receipt  for 
the  salary  paid.

TO  THE 

PROVIDORE.# 


You  are  to  be  careful  constantly  to 
provide  good  and  wholesome  victuals 
for  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Hos- 
pital, in  the  quantities  and  kinds  order- 
ed by  the  Governors. 

You  are  the  first  day  of  every  month, 
to  sign  a List  or  Return  of  all  the 
Soldiers  in  the  Hospital,  distinguishing 
those  who  are  actually  dieted  by  you,

Made  by  the  Governors  of  the  Royal 
Hospital  of  King  Charles  the  Second, 
for  the  qualification  and  admission  of 
the  Invalids  of  the  Army  of  Ireland. 

An  Extract  from  the  Charter  of  the  said 

Hospital. 

“ And  the  said  Governors  shall  and 
“ may  have  full  power  and  authority, 
“ to  nominate  and  appoint,  when,  and 
ii  as  often  as  they  shall  think  good,  such 
“ a number  of  Officers  and  Soldiers  of 
“ the  said  Army,  who,  during  their  con- 
“ tinuance  therein,  have  been,  or  shall 
“ be  maimed,  or  who  having  served  se- 

* The  King  having  made  Regulations  in  1806  for 
granting  Pensions  to  discharged  Soldiers,  the  above 
Rules  and  Orders  ceased  to  be  in  force  from  that  date. 
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“ ven  years,  at  least,  in  the  said  army, 
“ have  been,  or  shall  become  aged,  in- 
“ firm,  or  unserviceable.” 

This  clause  is  not  to  be  understood, 
as  if  the  term  of  seven,  or  a greater 
number  of  years,  did  entitle  any  man  to 
the  benefit  of  the  said  Hospital,  unless 
he  shall  be  rendered  unserviceable  by  age 
or  infirmities,  contracted  in  the  service. 

The  time  of  service  is  to  be  particu- 
larly mentioned  in  every  discharge  given 
to  Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Sol- 
diers. 

If  any  Non-commissioned  Officer  or 
Soldier  shall  be  discharged  at  his  own 
request,  the  same  shall  be  specified  in 
his  discharge,  such  being  deemed  dis- 
qualified. 

If  any  Non-commissioned  Officer  or 
Soldier  shall  be  turned  out  of  the  ser- 
vice, as  an  offender,  by  the  judgment  of 
a Court-Martial,  the  President  of  such 
Court-Martial  is  to  order  the  name  of 
such  Non-commissioned  Officer  or  Sol- 
dier to  be  immediately  returned  to  the 
Register  of  the  Hospital. 

If  any  Non-commissioned  Officer  or 
Soldier  (being  discharged  for  any  chro- 
nical distemper)  shall  be  recommended 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  a certi- 
ficate thereof  shall  be  produced  from  the 
Surgeon  of  the  Regiment,  and  the  Offi- 
cer commanding  the  troop  or  company 
wherein  he  hath  served  j together  with 
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the  usual  Certificate  of  his  Service,  sign- 
ed by  the  Officer  commanding  the  Regi- 
ment. 

All  incurables  admitted  from  the  In- 
firmary of  the  Army,  are  to  be  reckoned 
in  the  rotation  of  the  Regiment  wherein 
they  served. 

That  no  Non-commissioned  Officer  or 
Soldier  discharged  before  the  25 th  day 
of  March,  1734,  and  not  subsisted  by 
the  Regiment  wherein  he  served,  shall 
be  admitted,  until  the  Invalids  at  present 
in  the  Service  are  first  provided  for. 

That  every  Non-commissioned  Officer 
or  Soldier  who  shall  be  discharged  from 
the  Service  after  the  25th  day  of  Decem- 
ber next,  and  apprehends  he  is  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  shall,  with- 
in six  calendar  months  after  such  his 
discharge,  lodge  his  pretensions  with 
the  Register  of  the  Hospital ; otherwise 
he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  the 
same,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  what- 
soever.

And  that  no  man  may  plead  ignorance 
as  a pretence  for  not  performing  his 
duty,  you  are  to  see  that  such  a Table 
of  Laws,  Rules,  or  Orders,  as  the  Gover- 
nors have,  or  shall : from  time  to  time 
establish  for  that  purpose,  be  constantly 
hung  up  in  the  Hall,  and  read  publicly 
to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  at  the  ap- 
pointed times. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  the  Instruc- 
tions given  by  the  Governors  to  the  seve- 
ral Officers  and  Servants  of  the  House, 
be  duly  observed  by  every  person  to 
whom  they  relate. 

You  are  to  take  special  care  that  the 
victuals  furnished  by  the  Providore  be 
good  and  wholesome  in  their  kind,  and 
that  proper  quantities  be  delivered  to 
each  person,  and  decently  served  up  to 
the  Hall ; always  observing,  that  the 
honour  of  the  House  doth  greatly  de- 
pend on  the  decent  ordering  of  the  Ta- 
bles, and  having  always  the  proper  num- 
ber to  eat  at  them : You  are,  therefore, 
to  be  careful,  that  all  the  Military  Offi- 
cers and  Soldiers  of  the  said  Hospital 
(except  such  as  shall  be  excused  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  duties  in  the  House, 
or  other  extraordinary  cases)  do  con- 
stantly eat  in  the  Hall. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  the  certifi- 
cates of  the  Chaplain,  of  the  time  of 
each  man’s  death,  and  those  of  the  Phy- 
sician and  Surgeon,  of  the  time  that  each  j 
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man  is  moved  from  the  Hospital  to  the 
Infirmary,  and  when  (if  recovered)  he  re- 
turns thither,  be  duly  entered  and  lodged. 

And  that  no  license  of  absence  be 
given  to  any  more  than  fourteen  Sol- 
diers of  the  House  at  a time ; and  that 
they  be  obliged  to  leave  their  Hospital 
coats  behind  with  the  Chamberlain ; and 
that  such  licenses  be  entered  with  the  Re- 
gister, before  they  are  delivered  to  them. 

You  are  to  take  particular  care,  that 
the  Paymaster  do  attend  at  the  Hospital, 
at  the  proper  times,  for  the  payment  of  all 
persons  therein  who  have  demands  upon 
him,  on  account  of  the  Hospital ; and 
that  if  he  shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to 
do,  you  shall  acquaint  the  Governors 
therewith. 

You  are  to  be  very  careful  of  your 
draughts  on  the  fund  appropriated  to 
contingencies,  that  no  part  of  it  be  ap- 
plied to  other  purposes,  than  according 
to  the  real  intention  of  the  Governors, 
intrusting  you  with  the  disposal  thereof. 

You  are  to  cause  Guards  to  be  kept 
for  the  preservation  of  the  House,  and 
Sentinels  to  be  posted  in  such  numbers, 
and  in  such  places,  as  you  shall  judge 
most  convenient,  which  are  always  to  be 
chosen  out  of  the  ablest  of  the  men  with- 
in the  said  Hospital,  who  are  to  be  dis- 
ciplined and  regulated  as  near  to  the 
practice  of  war  in  towns  and  garrisons, 
as  properly  may  be.

5th.  That  no  man  admitted  on  less 
than  twenty  years  Service,  be  considered 
as  entitled  to  rise  to  the  highest  class. 

6th.  That  length  and  nature  of  Ser- 
vice, before  admission  to  the  Hospital, 
be  looked  upon  as  recommendations  pre- 
ferable to  mere  old  age,  and  that  such 
men  as  have  been  formerly  Non-commis- 
sioned Officers  for  three  years  at  least, 
be  considered  as  having  the  fairest  claim 
to  promotion  in  the  higher  classes. 

7th.  That  an  uninterrupted  Service 
of  twenty  years,  be  looked  upon  as 
giving  a fair  claim  to  his  Majesty’s 
Royal  Bounty ; unless  that  period  is  ac- 
complished, or  nearly  so,  Commanding 
Officers  be  ordered  not  to  recommend 
men  discharged  for  accidents  or  disor-

8th.  That  no  person  be  put  upon  the 
Serjeant  Major’s  List,  who  has  not  ac- 
tually been  a Serjeant  Major  for  three 
years,  a Quarter  Master  Serjeant  for 
six  years,  or  a Serjeant  for  twelve  years, 
but  at  all  times  where  a Serjeant  Major 
appears,  he  is  to  have  the  preference. 

9th.  That  when  a Non-commissioned 
Officer  is  discharged  and  recommended, 
the  number  of  years  that  he  has  served 
as  Serjeant,  as  Corporal,  and  as  Private, 
be  each  particularly  specified  in  the  body 
of  the  discharge.
